Rome. July 20.—Pope Leo passed 


away this afternoon at three flfty- 
'flve o'clock. 
HI* end was peaceful, 


Life's spark flitted away like a fea- 
ther before the winds* zephyr. Prior 
to his death the penitentiaries gather 
cd about the bed. and recited prayer 
interceding for the soul passing, of 
the Christian. 
After his death the 


doctors waited some minutes, then 
applied the usual tests. 
Cardinal 


Rampolla. In the capacity perfect of 
the palace was then olUclally notified. 
He 'In turn Informed Cardinal Ore- 
glla-and cardinal Camerllngo of tho 
Holy See, who was conducted to tho 
papal department. 
There he per- 


formed the last ofllces, striking the 
pope's head three times and calling 
Tils name.

then removed fisherman's ring.

Pope Leo XIII. was1 born the sec- 


ond of March, 1810, at 
Carplnoto, 


Italy. 
His namo 
was 
Vlncenzo 


Gloncchlno Pecch. he was tho son of 
Count Ludovlco Pecchl and his wife, 
Anna Prosper!, the mother of the 
pope, was a descendent of the cele- 
brated cola dl Rlenzl. "the last of 
the Roman tribunes." 


At Twelve Wrote Latin 


When Leo XIII. was eight years 


old he attended a Jesuit college. In 
1824 he entered one of the schools of 
the Roman college,. 
He .was mar- 


vclously precocious as a student for 
at the ago of twelve ho wrote Lat- 
in, prose and poetry and was a suc- 
cessful student In 
tho 
sciences. 


Doling Pecchl was received Into tl*e 
priesthood o" the twenty-third 
of 
December. 1837. .and was given ac- 
tive work In the church. 
He was 


appointed apostolic delegate on dif- 
ferent occasions, and 'although still 
very 
young.: showed a remarkable 


capacity for practical 
government. 


Soon after, this .period the 
young 


Pecchl did much to suppress brigand- 
age. tko curse of so many 
Italian 


communities at that time. The poor- 
er classes looked up,to him and he 
was j pycd by qveryone. for he treat- 
ed:,all classes rich and poor alike. 
Pecchl 
was recalled to Rome , by 


Popq Dregory' In '1841 and received 


several 
promotions in the church', 


finally to tho bishop of Perugia. He 
was also appointed to a -position of 
all but tho very highest Importance— 
ho was made nuncio to Brussels. 


Established Schools 
He remained as bishop In Perug- 


ia, Italy, for ovor thirty-two years. 
During this time ho established col- 
leges, schools, hospitals, 
and 
all 


manner of charitable 
associations. 


He also did much to beautify the pic- 
turesque Italian city which was his 
homo for so many years. 


Popo Leo was especially forid of 
classic studies In his younger days 
and wrote many Latin verses. 


Made Cardinal 
Before 1877 Leo was made cardin- 


al and in. that year was nominated 
by Pope Plus to tho 
commanding 


and dignified office of Cardinal Cam- 
erllngo of the Roman church. It was 
In that capacity, that, on tho death 
of Pone Plus, he was called upon to 
act as head of the church for tem- 
poral and monetary purposes, and he 
superintended tho arrangements for 
the conclave which ended In his ele- 
vation to the papal throne. 


Worked in a New World 


Justin McCarthy. 
In his 
Public 


Men of Today, says "A whole era 
closed with the death of Pope Plus 
the Ninth, and Leo tho Thirteenth 
had what might almost ho called the 
materials of a new world under his 
control, free to construct and recon- 
struct as his statesmanship, and his 
principles, and his religion 
might 


guide him." 


Ho was not a man to waste 
any 


time In trvlng to fight against inevi- 
table conditions. 
These he except- 


ed and set himself to make tho best 
ho could for his cause and for his 
church. 
How he did this may best 


be soon In his twenty-six years as 
Its head. 


Patolll has said: "Nor will-Ameri- 


ca throughout Its length and breadth 
withhold Its tribute of loyal and gen- 
erous esteem, veneration and grati- 
tude to Pope Le'o for those ap.ta of 
his pontificate which have at various 
times been promulgated 
and 
by 


which he has shown -his confidence 
and hope In the grand future of this 
mighty nation. 


Attendants Await Death. 


The doctors'and attendants of tho 


dying pontiff speak In whispers and 
move nnlslossly about, go that from tho 
sickroom no sound conies except tho 
heavy breathing of tho unconscious 
pope or his occasional cries for Plo 
Centra and Ur. Lappdiil. His tone Is 
one of fear, as though he felt himself, 
abandoned.-

Vatican organ, has received orders to 
hold Itself In readiness to Issue almost 
at n moment's notice a special edition. 
The only thing wanting to complete 
th<; paper Is the hour of Popo Leo's 
death. 


Heart Is Strong. • 


At midnight Popo Leo lay in a 


stato of coma and there were grave, 
doubts In the minds of his doctors 
whether ho Would over completely 
emerge from It. Ills Immediate dls- 
point Ion seemed to be averted only by 
tho reliability of the action of his 
hcnrt. Ills pulse, though weak, contin- 
ued steady. 


"Tho pope Is In a state pf coma, 


•which may bo called n condition pre- 
ceding the last agony," said Dr. Lap- 
ponl shortly before midnight, "tho 
duration of which It Is Impossible to 
forecast, although everything leads to 
the belief that this condition cannot 
last. To be more exact, he Is still In a 
state of torpor and stupor, from wblch, 
however, he rouses occasionally wiion 
he hears sharp sounds as, for Instance, 
the Insistent voice of one of his famil- 
iars calling loudly to him. Left alone 
ho relapses Immediately Into a condi- 
tion of torpor. 


Sleep Is Restless. 


"At Intervals ho murmurs in his 


sleep, continuing 
to 
have forebod- 


ings that he Is being abandoned by 
his valet Centra and myself. These 
are tho symptoms of Incipient cere- 
bral anaemia and general exhaustion. 


"He can no longer turn In his bed 


without assistance, and Is being kept 
alive by artificial stimulants." ' 


Monslgnore Blslottl, master of the 


pope's chamber, said earlier In the 
night that the pulse of his holiness 
had not shown any signs of becoming 
Intermittent, BO, despite his 'extreme 
weakness and coma, he believed the 
pope would survive the night and pos- 
sibly another day. 


Prepare for End. 


By inldnight both tho Italian gov- 


ernment and the authorities of the 
Vatican had made, -final preparations 
for the pope's death. Tho government 
was rigidly censoring all telegrams 
and 
telephonic communication' be-' 


tween Italy-and tho rest of tho con- 
tinent. Few people remained at the 
ratlcan. -Dr.'Mazzonl and Dr. RossonI 
and the cardinals had gono to their 
homes to await • the last -urgent"sum';

terest Is the selection of n suc- 


cessor to Popo Loo XIII. to rule on the 
throno of St. Peter. More than a.quar- 
ter of n century has paused sine:.' tho 
college of cardinal*- lias been called 
upon to perform the Important duty of 
choosing one of Its number to preside 
over the destinies of the most powerful 
religious organization In Christendom, 
and of all the cardinals vho took pnrt 
In the conclave which elected Pope-Leo 
but one Is nllvc todny—Card.'ual Lulgl 
Oroglla, dean of the filtered college and 
cnincrllnKO of the Catholic church, the 
flame otltco that was held by Leo nt the 
time of his elevation. 


While It Is generally believed that the 


next pope will ho chosen from among 
the Itnllnn cardinals, It is of especial 
Interest to Americans that Cardinal 
Gibbons, the only American member of 
the college. Is considered not to be 
without n chnnce for succeeding to the 
pontifical throne. 


That such an event Is possible Is ex- 


plained by the fact that many members 
of the sacred college; arc; said to favor 
n. new policy for the church anil the 
election of a foreigner as popo. Should 
this plan commend' Itself to the con- 
clave and a change of policy be agreed 
on Cardinal Gibbons might be the se- 
lection. No opposition to him could be 


Cardinal SntoIIi, next 


to Cardinal Gibbons, la the best known 
of any member of tlfe sacred college, 
for It was lu this country, while serv- 
ing as papal delegate, that he was ele- 
vated to the earulmtlnte and formally 
raited with the scarlet 'which mark* 
the rnnlt of a prince of the church.' 
This ceremony took place In the Haiti-j 
more cathedral on Jan. 5, 18!W, Cardl-',' 
nal Gibbons placing the red hat on his 
head. 


Francis Patolll, titular Ill-Imp of LP-, 


panto anil for years an close to Popei 
Leo XIII. as any member of the col-' 
luge. Is a native of Perugia and even! 
as a boy displayed gifts of oratory of » j 
high order, and to this accomplishment- 
ho added great powers of original[ 
thought and marked facility as n writ- 
er. .Satolll Is about sixty-two years old. 


Cardinal Giuseppe Sarto, patriarch of 


Venice, who Is regarded as n strong 
candidate for the papal throne, was 
born at Klese, northern Italy, In 1835. 
He Is noted for his prudence, having 
never meddled,, with politics,, and, for

lived almost continually In Rome and 
has been one of the closest advisers of 
the pope. Vlnecnzo Vannutelll is two 
years younger than his more distin- 
guished relative. He was created car- 
dinal In. 188!). 


Another likely candidate for papal 


honors Is Cardinal Uampolla. who is 
a Sicilian and was born In 1343 at 
Pollzxo. Ills family name is Mariano 
•Uampolla del Tlndaro, and he was edu- 
cated In Rome. Tor some years he was 
attached to the nunciature at Madrid 
and was created titular archbishop of 
St. Heracles in 188:!. lie brr-imc a 
cardinal In 18ST, taking title from the 
Church of St. Cecilia, and was made 
secretary of state lu the same year, 
lie Is administrator of the property of 
the holy see and Is one of the leading 
diplomats of. Ur. world..

Still another possible heir to the pan"- 


tlilcate Is Cardinal Gottl. Jerome Ma- 
ria Gottl Is a Genoese, the son of a 
dock laborer, and Popo Leo Is said to 
have Ions favored him as bin successor. 
C'ardinaf 'Gottl was born on March 2!),. 
1S34, and attended the Jesuit school, 
but at the age of sixteen was admitted 
as n novice Into that most austere of. 
Carmelite orders, the Order of Bare- 
foot Carmelites. • Upon reaching the 
priesthood he was assigned to the 
Church of St. Maria dclla Sea la, and 
Just before the death.of .Pjii'n IX, he

feared from any of the European gov- 
ernments, and no political complica- 
tions would arise. It Is said to be a 
fact that many of the cardinals think 
that the selection of Gibbons would 
happily solve many dltllcultlcs. North 
America 1ms had but three cardinals— 
McCloslspy. Taschereau (who are both 
dead* ami Gibbons. 


James Cardinal Gibbons l.s one of the 


most popular and respected dignitaries 
of the Itoman church. He was created 
n cardinal by Popo Leo on June 7,1880, 
nt the age of Ilfty-two. He Is a native 
of Ilaltlmnre. but spent his boyhood In 
Ireland, where ho received a liberal ed- 
ucation. Returning to America lie was 
graduated from the St. Charles college, 
Maryland, and was ordained a priest 
In ISlil. He Is known in Itotne as the 
"democratic cardinal" from his ex- 
treme modesty and retirement. 


Tie Is frail In appearance, lint endow- 


ed with tremendous rltnllty. . As a 
scholar with n wide and Intimate 
knowledge of men and nlTatrs he has 
few peers nnd no superiors In the Ro- 
man college of cardinals. 


Hut while'tho election of n foreigner 


as head of the church has been discuss- 
ed, it is not considered more than a re- 
mote possibility, and those In the best 
position to know are confident that an 
Italian will be chosen. The Italian car- 
dinals most prominently mentioned for 
elevation are Gottl, Satolll, Svampa, 
the brothers Vannutelll. Sarto. Ram- 
polla and Oreglla, with Capecclatro. 
Fernxta. and Ferrari as remoter possl- 
'Unities.

finally < made it may. prove that, none 
ofi these has been, selected, nnd that 


extreme Independence. lie fa' also a 
patron of tho arts. 


The cardinal Is recognized as one 


of the most learned men in the church 
nnd is n stickler for the truth as be- 
tween the church and tho people. Sarto 
won. much renown some years ngo by 
destroying certain relics of doubtful 
authenticity. 


Cardinal Sarto was not discovered 


until he had reached middle age. He 
was it parish priest iu the province of 
Venice for the greater part of' his life 
and dually became a bishop. Ills high 
executive qualities nnd 
unexcelled 


learning became known noon after his 
elevation and were recognized by the 
church. ' Ho was created a cardinal in 
18!),*!, at which time he was also named 
patriarch of Venice. 


One of the most striking figures of 


the group of 'men whoso supremo ambl- 
tloiuls to succeed' to the. papal throne 
is Cardinal Scratlno Vannutelll. He 
is a power in the church by-lineage as 
well as by education and achievement. 
Ho, Is descended from one of those old 
Roman families whoso histories have 
been linked with the Romiin Catholic 
church for centuries. Ills brother VIu- 
conxo Is also a member of the college 
of cardinals, although1 of lower rank. 
being only1 a cardinal 'priest. ' He' wax 
born i in'-lSS*. ;

Taking title from the Church of St 


Maria del Scalu, 1m was created car- 
dinal In 1805. He is accounted tho 
best authority on canon law In the 
sacred college, although Uls tastes are 
scientific. Ho Is still a Barefoot Car- 
melite, but is not now superior gen- 
eral of the order. 


Perhaps the most popular candidate 


In Italy for head of tho church is Car- 
dinal Domonlco Svampa, archbishop of 
Bologna, and It is said that Leo him- 
self believed at one time that Svampa 
would be his successor. He Is one of 
the youngest members of the' sacred 
college, being but fifty-two years old. 
Like Gottl, he Is of humble parentage 
and has risen to high place lu the 
church by forco of personal ability, lie 
was made archbishop' of Bologna lu 
181)2 and created cardinal two years 
later. 


Cardinal Lulg!,Oroglln ill Stefano, 


who is camerllngo or chamberlain of 
the Roman Catholic church, was born 
in IS2S nnd created cardinal by Plus 
IX. In 18T3. He Is dean of the college 
of cardinals, archclmnccllor bf-thu Ro- 
man university, prefect: of the/congre- 
gation of ceremonies and1 a'monitor of 
the curia. . 


It Is remarked that according to the

Can Be Improved on 
In Some Instances. 
Th e Davis Case. 
Quaker Diamond 
Gossip. 


Adrian C. Anson, generally called 


•*Pop." was one of the best known 
•ball players In the country In his day, 
•and In spite of the fact that he retired 
from Uie Kamc tunny years ago be still 
illkes to feel that lu> has something iin- 
.portnnt to say concerning the great 
sport that made him famous. 
Anson 


recently visited Cincinnati, and the 
"fans," who, by the way, think he Is 
-£he "real, real thing," gathered around 
him in droves to gather up the pearls 
of avlsdoui which ever and anon "Pap" 
lets drop from bis lips. 


Anson was coaxed into expressing 


his opinion on certain features of the 
fame as played today, and he began by 
haudlng out his'compliments to the 
rank nnd tile-of the managers now pi- 
loting the careers of the major league 
teams over the stormy nnd many times 
faurricane swept baseball sea. 


Anson stated that according to Ids 


Idea there were several teams In the 
major organizations, particularly the 
National, that were in sore need of a 
change In management. Just as same 
of us jK>or. overworked, half starved 
folks are in need of a change of air. 
diet and, sad to relate, Income. After 
lighting a fragrant perfucto. Pop said: 


"I could name two or three teams 


right now that would be • much better 
off if they had different men to look 
after the players, and I do not think 
that it would be such a bard mutter to 
get the right men In tbclr places. I do 
not wish It understood that I am 
knocking anybody, but simply stating 
•what Is the truth. 


"And what applies to the National 


league teams is largely true of tlicno of 
the American. Have I any Idea of get- 
ting buck into baseball art a manager 
again? Emphatically no, although tlio 
opportunities are not wanting. 


"Since I retired from the manage- 


ment of the Chicago team I have bad 
offers every season to take charge of 
teams, usually in minor leagues, but I 
Lave refrained from going Into the 
game again, preferring to look after 
my business in Chicago, vrhlcli keeps 
me busy and allows me more peace 
than I could possibly have us a mana- 
ger. 


"I feel certain that the only way In 


which I ever shall be connected with 
baseball again will lx> as a stockholder 
in some new club that Is organized to 
rival a twelve club league. As a player 
or manager I am out of the race."

Two prisoners, being 
held for murder, and a deputy sherllT, 
were shot to death.

northern Wyoming, and all semblance 
of order seems to have been.abolished 
as the result of a range feud.

about a year ago and ran off with his 
brother's wife, and a man named 
Walters, who killed a'widow named 
Hoover at the Hot Springs two years 
ago, because sho refused to marry him, 
were the victims at Basin.

ed Is larger than In any preceding 
year. In Its hjstory. 
The total im- 


ports and exports as shown by the 
Department of Commerce .through its 
Bureau of Statistics, is for the year 
1903. f2.44u.G10.-m against $2.310.937 
1G6 In the year 1900, which was con- 
sidered the banner year prior to 1903. 
Imports are larger than in any pre- 
ceding year save in the exceptional 
1901. 
The Imports for the first time 


crossed the billion dollar line, the 
total fceing ^1.025,019,127 
and 
the 


exports for the second 'time crossed 
the 1400 million line, being $1,419,- 
991:290 or practically 1420 millions. 
The single year in which the value 
of/exports exceeded those of 1903 is 
the fiscal year 1901 when the total 
was $1,487.764.991. 
The Imports ex- 


ceeded those of 1S93 
by about 572 


million dollars. 
The Imports there- 


fore have Increased-18.4 percent, dur- 
ing the decade and exports have In- 
crease;! G7.5 per cent 
during 
the 


same period. 


Comparing the figures of 1903 "with 


those at (li-clmlnal periods at earl- 
ier dates..It may,be,said that the im- 
ports of 18f>3 were'263 millions, those 
for 1863, 243 millions; for 1873. G42 
millions; for 1883.

as that through which one approaches 
Constantinople 
from 
the 
Mediter- 


ranean. All the charms and loveliness 
pf uky and sen, mountain forms, Islands 
and verdure of Indented coasts are 
gradually disclosed In thlH enchanting 
passage with an opulence and splen- 
dor of natural beauty Impossible to 
describe. 


Crossing • the 
Aegean 
sea, then 


through the Hellespont Into the sea 
of Marmora, this glorious panorama Is 
but tho fitting introduction to tho en- 
trancing vision of Constantinople, as 
It rises from the waters, rich In color- 
ing and contours, Its 
seven 
hills 


marked by 
gleaming 
minarets and 


domes, and the deep greens of .Its 
cypresses and pines and palms con- 
trasting sharply with tho varied tint- 
Ings of Its crumbling walls and forti- 
fications.
